"After storming Fort Douaumnont and

the whole works of Vaux, which lay fur-
ther south, an attack was made On the
works of Thiamont, which were cap-
tured by a viotorious advance of the Ger-
man troops. The capture of the enemy
work itself was a great success, which
was further increased by taking all the
neighboring positions.
"n spite of their efforts in bringing up

heavy re-enforcements. the French are
not in a position to dominate their front.
"With the capture of the village of

Fleury. the foremost German line now
runs almost parallel to the section of
the inner line at forts that passes through
the works of Souville and Fort de Tavan.
nes, separated from it by a feei kilo-
meters.
